A true photographer will 

never be content to be the top worker in his 

or her club but will want to develop full 

potential by pitting his/her work against the 
best in the country. 


There is not much joy in being a “big fish in 
a small pond". Salon judges choose the top 
20% of entries for exhibition to the public. If 
a competitors images are chosen, he or 
she receives a salon acceptance. No im- 
age may receive more than 3 acceptances 
for diamond rating purposes. That image 
should be retired and fresh work should be 
submitted. The same image cannot be used 
on the same salon more than once either. 
Once an author has gained 15 acceptances 

15 different images or from 5 used 3 
ties each, they are awarded a 1 diamond 
badge, on application to the Regalia Divi- 
sion at P O Box 17073, Benoni West 1503 
or fax to (011) 421 0992. 


Different coloured badges identify the dif- 
ferent media e.g. white means slides picto- 
rial, green - slides nature, grey — prints 
pictorial, maroon - prints nature while pale 
blue — E pictorial and dark blue — E nature. 


The cost of applying for diamond ratings is 
R50.00, which covers a badge and com- 
memorative certificate. Ratings go from 1 
diamond to a thousand or mille i.e. 15 - 1 
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Please note that special tariffs at the Magoebaskloof Hotel will apply to those 
attending the Congress — H600 per person single, bed and breakfast and R400 
per person sharing, bed and breakfast. When booking please quote these tariffs 
otherwise you will pay much more.

E remember my first salon acceptance 
(in 1972) my scores were probably as 
follows: 5, 6, 8, 9, 11. What great excitement 


it was, it also got me going, | joined the 
PSSA and entered regularly for salons. 


Some salons | of course got no 
acceptances with probable scores like 4, 
5, 7, 8, 9, 9. This score would still give me 
an indication- kick the 4, 5, and 7 but work 
on the 8 and 9, | am busy getting 
somewhere. This sadly is not the report 
our new participants can expect.

at, the judges were distinctly instructed to 
ignore the 3 (silver) and award a 2 for "out" 
and a four for "in". PSSA is concerned with 
educating members and what education 
is there in receiving a score of 6, 6, 6, 6, 6, 
6. At the very best this would suggest that 
the photographer should kick this 
newfound hobby. Explain a possible score 
of 3 -15 and you get six sixes. 


At a recent visit to Bosveld Fotografie Klub 
a few of the most senior members told me 
that they have never been in such a low with 
their photography and attend meetings 
more for the social value. | then explained 
to them, intelligent people (doctors and all) 
what salon judging has come to. If anything, 


they did feel a bit better for their effort of 
entering a salon (the many sixes). 


The logistics are normally difficult if there 
are a lot of mid scores to get to the required 
percentage of acceptances, but the upside 
would be a lot more happy authors if they 
for instance got a 9 instead of the required 
10 as opposed to a six that is certainly no 
true reflection of the picture value. 


If salons want to stick to this "in" or "out" 
system, they should tell the author his work 
was either accepted or not and not lie to 
him about how bad his picture really was. 


I do know that big salon entries are very 
tapping on judges and hosts, | judged 
pictorial at Krugersdorp and believe it was 
the biggest number of entries in any salon 
yet. Digital makes it rather easy and 
inexpensive to enter. To cut down on judging 
times we should go back to the drawing 
board- 


1. Allow 4 rather than six entries (that is 
a third less and also the reason why 
international salons only allow 4 
entries. 


2. Have more sections and allow each 
author to enter in a limited number of 
sections (all categories can be split 
into monochrome and colour). 


| am sure there are even more options to be 
exploited. | am nota letter writer. This is the 
first in the 20 odd years | have belonged to 
PSSA, which proves how strongly | feel 
about this issue. | also plan to ignore 
requests at any salon where | am asked to 
judge, to ignore the 3. Please PSSA, let us 
really educate our members from grass- 
root levels and not only cater for the high 
and mighty who will get their acceptances.

is was a very professionally handled 
function, which | feel very privileged to 
have experienced. 


The display of photographic images from all over 
the world was quite impressive and awe- 
inspiring. The audio-visual was also extremely 
well presented with music that was appropriate 
right through. Three of my images were in the 
audio-visual so as you can imagine, | was quite 
pleased with myself. 


Each prize winner attending the ceremony was 
sent an e-mail about a week before the event 
with strict instructions on the format of the 
evening and a question you would be asked 
when on stage and the approximate time you 
would be called on stage.

South African Photographers do well 
overseas and | would like to encourage you to 
participate in as many overseas circuits as you 
can. | know it is difficult to get the currency, as 
most of the circuits require you to send dollars 
or euros, which as we know is not the ideal 
situation. | have made a request to this particular 
circuit that they seriously consider looking at 
credit card facilities for entries so hopefully this 
will be looked at. | collected Jill Sneesby's 
(President PSSA) gold and silver medal for her 
as Jill did amazingly well in this circuit.

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What If A Photographer Ruled The World? 


by Jules Cohen 


- | were one day chosen to govern the world, 
there are several regulations which | 
would put into immediate effect. But before I list 
them, | must mention that these musings arose 
during a trip to China, a country which has, or had, 
some of the most magnificent scenery on Earth. 
e course of a mere three years since my 
vious visit there, | saw how the landscapes on 
the Li River (around Guilin and Yangshuo) had 
deteriorated to the point of unphotographability. 
Inspirational views that regularly used to win 
prizes on international salons, will never be seen 
again, except in heavily manipulated computer 
prints. 


| - as seems likely in view of my obvious talent 


This is all the result of photo-pollution, caused by 
the implacable encroachment of the ugly artifacts 
of civilization ... and the same might be said of 
South African places like Burl's farm and the Hex 
River valley, which are scarred by criss-crossing 
high-tension cables. Hence my determination to 
rule the world and stop the process by dictatorial 
edict. Here follows my proposed "Constitution for 
the Earth", (henceforth to be known as, "Planet 
Ludd”). 


With the exception of America and Sandton (which 
are beyond redemption anyway), all nations shall 
be forbidden to show any signs of civilization. The 
following items shall be banned:- electrical cables 
or pylons, telegraph/telephone poles, television 

cell phone masts and aerials, satellite dishes, 

solar heating panels. An exception shall be 
made in the case of airports, as these are 
necessary for the transportation of 
photographers.

A limited number of tarred roads (painted 
brown and without white lines) shall be provided 
for the use of photographers whose equipment 
might otherwise be damaged by travel on rough 
roads. 


No modern building materials will be permitted. All 


dwellings must be made of stone, wood or mud, 
with roofs of grass or weathered shingles. 
Government inspectors will check rigorously that 
buildings are maintained in a photogenic state of 
dilapidation, with mandatory broken windows 
and rusty door hinges. Any person who uses 
asbestos panels or reinforced concrete will be 
summarily executed at a specially arranged 
session to be attended by photojournalists (who 
would be advised to use flash and a high ISO 
setting). 


Only the following vehicles shall be allowed on 
the planet:- rickshaws pulled by thin men in 
conical hats, oxcarts with broken wheels, hay- 
wagons, and leaking boats made of bamboo or 
hollowed-out logs. In exceptional cases, junks 
and full-masted schooners will be permitted. 


No tree or dwelling (or any other building) may be 
put up unless its placement has been approved by 
a panel of photographic judges. This law would 
ensure optimal compliance with the Rule of Thirds, 
and the Golden Section. Feng-shui practitioners 
may be used provided they do not appear in any 
photographs, (unless they are very old with long 
white beards and bad teeth). 


In every country on Planet Ludd, meteorological 
foundations shall be established (out of sight, of 
course) to control cloud formations in the sky. 
Such clouds shall be either high and fleecy, or of 
a lightly mottled nature. Large fluffy cumulus 
clouds shall not be permitted as these tend to look 
like they were put in afterwards with a computer 
program. No rain shall occur during daylight hours, 
except for the purpose of producing rainbows.
